HONOUR A 10-year-old boy 
who fought off a coyote to 
save the life of his friend 
will be soon presented 
with a national honour. 

Marshall Davis, now 12, 
will be handed a Medal of 
Bravery with 13 other re¬ 
cipients at Rideau Hall in 
Ottawa. 

In November 2006, the 
boy and his friend, 10- 
year-old David Burnett, 
were throwing snowballs 
in the backyard of Davis’ 
north-end home, when a 
coyote appeared baring its 
teeth. 

The boys ran for their 
lives, but the coyote 
grabbed onto Burnett and 
dragged him to the 
ground. 

Instinctively, Davis ran 
back to aid his friend. He 
punched and kicked the 
coyote in the face until it 
gave up and ran away. 

The coyote, which had 
been hanging around the 
neighbourhood eating 
trash days earlier, was 
killed by a Fish and 
Wildlife officer. 

The recent award is one 
of many Davis has re¬ 
ceived. 

The date for the medals 
ceremony has not yet been 
selected. 

Davis joins a list of recip¬ 
ients that include police of¬ 
ficers, and is the youngest 
to receive the honour.

Tax hike hits 7.3% 

Mayor Mandel balks at increase in uncertain economy

Edmonton property own¬ 
ers can expect a 73 per 
cent hike in taxes next 
year as city council has ap¬ 
proved a 2009 budget that 
will help revitalize 
crumbling neighbour¬ 
hoods, even through eco¬ 
nomic uncertainty, say 
some councillors. 

The budget, however, 
wasn’t something that was 
decided unanimously. Nine 
were for the decision, and 


four were against it, in¬ 
cluding Mayor Stephen 
Mandel. 

“A lot of economists will 
tell you that it’s better for 
the government to spend 
on infrastructure in a re¬ 
cession,” he said during 
the meeting yesterday. 

“1 (challenge) anyone to 
find an economist who 
will tell us to raise taxes in 
order for us to do better.” 

The hike will bring the 
city’s operating budget to 
more than $829 million 
and the city’s capital budg¬ 
et to top $5.3 billion over

the next three years. 

More than five per cent 
of the hike will go toward 
the city’s operating budg¬ 
et, while the rest will be 
used to repair sidewalks, 
roads and streetlights in 16 
neighbourhoods. 


While Mandel was push¬ 
ing to keep taxes below 
3.75 per cent, councillors 
such as Kim Krushell be¬ 
lieve the hike is compara¬ 
ble to what’s been seen in 
other Alberta municipali¬ 
ties. 

“1 don’t think this is an 
unreasonable number,” 
said Krushell during the 
meeting. 

“We will be able to ad¬ 
dress and actually contin¬ 
ue to move forward and 
help our economy in the 
city in 2010, 2011, if things 
do get very difficult.”

BUSING A school bus com¬ 
pany that left a little girl 
sleeping on a seat last 
month may only still be 
employed because the Ed¬ 
monton Catholic School 
Board has no other 
options. 

Leigh Lamb, 3, was left 
on an R.L. Smith bus on 
the morning of Nov. 15, 
when the driver failed to 
check that all children had 
got off at the stop. 

Since the incident, the 
school has revamped poli¬ 
cies for absent children, 
whose parents will now be 
contacted directly by teac¬ 
her’s assistants. 

The bus company has 
since installed alarms that 
ensure bus drivers com¬ 
plete routine checks, but 
the board is exploring oth¬ 
er options. 

“We have a commitment 
to all the special needs chil¬ 
dren taking R.L. Smith, and 
currently have no other op¬ 
tions that would allow an¬ 
other carrier to take on that 
many children,” said 
Catholic Board spokes¬ 
woman Lori Nagy. 


Alberta’s government is 
spending close to $25 mil¬ 
lion to add 150 more tran¬ 
sitional housing units in 
Edmonton to help low-in- 
come families — a plan 
the mayor says will help 
revitalize the city’s down¬ 
town. 

The infusion of cash will 
support the YMCA’s new 
Welcome Village, a project 
planned for 95 Street and 
104 Avenue that will in¬ 
clude 50 bachelors, 40 one- 
bedroom units, 15 three- 
bedroom units and 15 
units that are barrier free. 

The new project, to be 
completed by 2011, will 
cater to low-income sin¬ 
gles, families, couples, and 
clients with special needs. 

“We want to create a 
good place to live, and if 
you’re going to create a 
ghetto, you’re going to cre¬ 
ate a disaster,” said Mayor 
Stephen Mandel. 

“The YMCA doesn’t do 
that, and the city would 
never allow that. This is 
about building a creative 


and d 3 mamic community.” 

Premier Ed Stelmach 
says the project is a double¬ 
edge sword for the 
province as it battles with 
homelessness and a down¬ 
turn in the economy that 
could have dire effects in 
the construction industry. 


“This will keep Albertans 
working,” said Stelmach, 
who added the project 
would create jobs in the 
construction industry. 

The village will offer sup¬ 
port services like a family 
resource centre and child¬ 
care, said YMCA CEO Fran¬ 


co Savoia. 

The city has already 
spent $3.5 million on the 
new village and the private 
sector has spent $7.2 mil¬ 
lion to support it. 

The village will be part 
of the city’s new Boyle Ren¬ 
aissance project.

Iggy takes the reins 


The Hallmark moment in 
the Liberal caucus came 
when Michael Ignatieff 
and Bob Rae embraced.

Jan. 20, resigned from the 
Senate after winning the 
Nov. 4 presidential election. 

Blagojevich showed no 
sign of stepping down after 
he was arrested at home be¬ 
fore dawn Tuesday and then 
released on his own recogni¬ 


zance without having to 
post bail. 

His office said Bob Green¬ 
lee, one of three deputy gov¬ 
ernors serving in appointed 
positions, had resigned. No 
reason was given. 

Obama, who earlier called

6M long-term refugees 
trapped: UN official 


HUMANITY Some six million 
people around the globe 
are trapped in mainly poor 
countries as long-term 
refugees, many facing dep¬ 
rivation that feeds crime 
and human trafficking, a 
senior United Nations offi¬ 
cial said yesterday. 

The world body’s high 
commissioner for refu¬ 
gees, Antonio Guterres, 
said there were at least 30

hree years ago, 
Michael Ignatieff 
was a political neo¬ 
phyte. Amid much 
anticipation, he 
had returned home from 
Harvard after decades 
abroad as a journalist, au¬ 
thor, professor and broad¬ 
caster. As expected, he ran 
for Parliament and won a 
seat. 

When Paul Martin re¬ 
signed, Ignatieff ran for the 
leadership. It was too early 
for someone who had bare¬ 
ly unpacked his bags, and 
he surely knew it. His cam¬ 
paign foundered and failed. 

But today, in one of those 
strange and wondrous re¬ 
versals of fortune, Ignatieff 
finds himself leader of the 
Opposition. He could be 



prime minister of Canada 
within two years, maybe 
tomorrow. 

The man then and now 
are assuredly different. Ig- 
natiefif remains thoughtful, 
eloquent and telegenic, 
which helped make him an 
influential public intellec¬ 
tual in London and Boston. 

Now, though, he has 
learned the bloodsport of 
politics, which is the criti¬ 
cal difference. He has en¬ 
tered the arena. He has paid 
his dues. He is no longer a 
dilettante. 


poseur. 

Three 
years in 
politics is¬ 
n’t a life 
time of expe¬ 
rience. But in 
the Age of 
the Ama¬ 
teur, it is 
certainly 
re¬ 
spectable, 
longer 
than 


Pierre Trudeau or Brian 
Mulroney served before 
they became prime minis¬ 
ter (though Trudeau had 
been justice minister). 

What Ignatieff has now, 
which he didn’t have then, 
is the credibility he earned 
in Parliament as deputy 
leader and party loyalist. 
Over the last three years, he 
learned to swallow his 
reservations about the fum¬ 
bling Stephane Dion, even 
as Dion was self-destruct¬ 
ing. He knew to support 
Liberal candidates in rid¬ 
ings ever 3 Avhere, knowing 
that one day they would 
support him. 

He knew to wait his turn. 
He knew it would come. 

Now what? First, he 
must avoid falling into a 
coalition — any 
coalition — 
with the 
New 
Demo¬ 
cratic 
Party 
and 


the Bloc Quebecois. It 
would be unsustainable, 
unpredictable and, for the 
Liberals, unprofitable. 

Second, he must renew 
the Liberal party. This 
means developing new 
ideas through a policy con¬ 
ference like the Liberals 
held at Kingston in 1960, 
positioning today’s party in 
the centre-left, not the left, 
as a coalition would. It 
means finding ways to raise 
money, for example learn¬ 
ing from Barack Obama’s 
pioneering use of the Inter¬ 
net. 

It means reorganizing 
the party structure. It 
means recruiting candi¬ 
dates, especially in Quebec 
and the West. 

All this will take time. A 
wise leader will understand 
this. As Michael Ignatieff 
waited for the leadership, 
he will wait for power. 

In politics, the foremost 
lesson is patience.

State of Canadian economy rests on Obama

When it comes to fixing the 
economy, we had all better 
hope our next leader gets it 
right. And when I say leader. 
I’m not talking about any of 
the delusional adolescents 
pla 3 dng out the ongoing po¬ 
litical farce in Ottawa. I 
mean Barack Obama, Cana¬ 
da’s de facto economic care- 
giver-in-chief 
The hard reality for Cana¬ 
dians is that our well-being 
is reliant on the state of the 
U.S. economy. When your 
neighbour to the South 
takes three-quarters of your 


exports and supplies two- 
thirds of your imports, you 
know you have a dependen¬ 
cy issue. Add in the fact that 
Americans are the biggest 
foreign investors in Canada, 
and that we are their largest 
single supplier of oil and 
gas, and there’s one truth 
that we can all hold to be 
self-evident. If Uncle Sam 
goes down for the count, 
we’re going to get squashed. 

He’s already tottering. 
The U.S. lost more than half 
a million jobs in December, 
bringing the year’s total to 
more than two million pink 
slips. Consumer spending is 
shriveling, as is business in¬ 
vestment in inventory, plant 
and equipment. And let’s 
not forget the sub-prime 
mortgage crisis and its po¬ 
tential to worsen as jobs 
continue to evaporate. 

Although he doesn’t offi¬ 


cially become president un¬ 
til Jan. 20, Obama is already 
articulating elements of the 
economic rescue package he 
plans to take to Congress. 
Along with business and in¬ 
dividual tax cuts, he’s look¬ 
ing at raising unemploy¬ 
ment compensation, adding 
to food stamps, providing 
federal aid to state and local 
governments and embark¬ 
ing on the largest public 
works program since the 
New Deal. Obama is not just 
promoting road and bridge 
building. He also wants to 
invest in things like broad¬ 
band Internet access and 
smart electric grids, the 
kinds of infrastructure in¬ 
vestments that would boost 
U.S. competitiveness once 
economic growth resumes. 

The cost? Who knows, but 
it could easily surpass the 
$700 billion US already allo¬ 


cated to bail out the finan¬ 
cial system, not to mention 
the $14 billion US in govern¬ 
ment subsidized loans ap¬ 
proved for U.S. automakers. 

Will it work? Nobody 
knows that either, but it’s at 
least clear that massive gov¬ 
ernment aid is coming be¬ 
cause, after all, the U.S. 
economy is too big to fail. 

President Obama will veiy 
likely give Americans — and 
Canadians — a New Year’s 
gift by presenting an aid 
package to Congress the 
veiy week of his inaugura¬ 
tion. That would be before 
Canada’s Parliament even 
reconvenes to consider 
Sideshow Jim Flaherty’s 
next budget.

A S the holiday sea¬

Katz hasn’t turned the 
NHL upside down since he 
bought the franchise last 
July. 

However, the fact Ed¬ 
monton has a single soul 
directing the team has to 


be considered a distinct 
competitive advantage. 

Look at the last 10 Stan¬ 
ley Cup-winning teams: 
with the exception of the 
New Jersey Devils — who 
have a de facto all-power¬ 
ful emperor in Lou Lamor- 
iello — every champi¬ 
onship franchise was 
owned by one individual. 

In Detroit, it was Mike 
Hitch; in Anaheim, it was 
the husband-and-wife 
team of Henry and Susan 
Samueli; in Carolina, it 
was Peter Karmanos; in 
Tampa Bay, it was Bill 
Davidson; in Colorado, it 
was Stan Kroenke; and in 
Dallas, it was Tom Hicks. 

In each of those circum¬ 
stances, the aforemen¬ 
tioned owners allowed 
their hockey brass to man¬ 
age as they saw fit. Own¬ 
ers were there primarily 
to provide the financial 
backbone and not to inter¬ 
fere — and that’s a major 
reason why they were suc¬ 
cessful. 

Meanwhile, teams that 
function under corporate 
conglomerates rarely have 
the requisite flexibility. 


drive and passion found 
under single ownership 
structures. 

In Atlanta, Toronto and 
Nashville, among other lo¬ 
cales, the multi-owner ap¬ 
proach lends itself more 
to backroom power strug¬ 
gles and time-wasting 
board meetings than play¬ 
off victories. 

Nobody’s saying the 
Thrashers, Maple Leafs or 
Predators won’t prove 
that theory wrong some 
day.

It’s accom¬ 
plished this by putting its 
aspect-ratio controls on 
the Leica lens barrel, let¬ 
ting you compose with a 
full widescreen LCD on the 
back and making its low- 
light capability the best on 
the market. 

Finally, Olympus’ E-420 

was reviewed here before, 
but the company’s stellar 
lens range has come up 
with a 25mm “pancake” 
lens that transforms this 
little SLR into a true joy.

Receiving personalized cards makes us 
feel appreciated, remembered and impor¬ 
tant, so it's appropriate to show off those 
gloriously decorated cardboard 
validations. 


Stripped of its modern 
emphasis on overspend¬ 
ing, overindulgence, and 
pressure to get it all 
done by Dec. 2S, Christ¬ 
mas is about bringing 
glad tidings of love and 
joy. 

And as Santa’s attention 
is purported to reward a 
child’s level of “niceness” 
through the year, could 
the number of cards you 
receive be an adult’s indi¬ 
cation of your own? 

Receiving personalized 
cards makes us feel appre¬ 
ciated, remembered and 
important, so it’s appro¬ 
priate to show off those 
gloriously decorated card¬ 
board validations. People 
don’t send or receive as 
many cards as they did a 
generation ago, but that 
can actually be a good 
thing. It’s easier to make a 
tasteful display with 
smaller groups of cards, 
rather than the walls of 
string lines common in 
our suburban bungalows 
of the 1960s. 

First, take an inventory 
of the spaces you have to 
work with, the look or 
theme you’re shooting for 
and any unique architec¬ 
tural details that can be 
used in common areas. 

Ceilings over a bay win¬ 
dow, bulkheads, arches or 
transitional spaces all al¬ 
low for vertical strips or 
creative horizontal 

“clothes lines” made of 
ribbon, garland, wire, or 
LED strands of lights. Use 
a hole punch in the cor¬ 
ner of the card and thread 
a narrow ribbon or orna¬ 
ment hook through it, 
then attach it to your 
hanger. You have artistic 
licence to go as simple or 
as elaborate as fits your 
style, according to the rib¬ 
bons you choose or extra 
ornamentation such as 
bells, silk flowers, or 
bows on the hangers. If 
you’re renting and have 
inherited ceiling hooks 
for hanging plants, you’ve 
already got a perfect place 
for a cascade of cards. 

Another simple plan for 
showing off a few cards is 
to drape a pretty ribbon 
from a row of vertical 


floating shelves or a book¬ 
case and affix greeting 
cards with two-sided tape. 
The same approach could 
show off family photos 
year-round. 

Christmas craft fairs 
can uncover materials to 
improvise with in your 
display. Small details such 
as tiny red, wooden 
clothes pins meant for a 
Danish advent calendar 
make excellent hangers 
and work well with a 
hand-made, country 


theme. Stationary shops 
are also a great place to 
find fancy paper clips or 
other supplies you can 
adapt. Meanwhile, bul¬ 
letin or plain foam boards 
can be covered with fes¬ 
tive fabric or wrapping 
paper and mounted on a 
wall or door. Two-sided 
tape also comes in handy 
on a tree-shaped board 
and is a quick and easy 
way to mount cards as 
soon as you receive them. 
Add decorations or

florist’s moss in between 
to cover empty spots. 

Banisters and Venetian 
blinds have always been a 
favourite showcase for 
larger cards, and if you 
have a brick fireplace, you 
can curl the cards be¬ 
tween the rows of mortar. 

For flat surfaces, consid¬ 
er putting a few cards in a 
pretty bowl, basket or 
vase amidst tinsel, pine 
cones and branches, or or¬ 
naments. 

When you catch sight of 
your card display, you’ll 
be reminded of the 
warmth extended to you 
and yours this holiday 
season. 

That’s really what it’s 
all about.

The Feast of Sacrifice 



Eid al-Adha or Feast of Sac¬ 
rifice is the most 
important feast of the 
Muslim calendar. It 
concludes the 
Pilgrimmage to Mecca. Eid 
al-Adha lasts for three 
days and commemorates 
Ibraham’s (Abraham) will¬ 
ingness to obey God by 
sacrificing his son. 

Muslims believe the son to 
be Ishmael rather than 
Isaac as told in the Old Tes¬ 
tament. Ishmael is consid¬ 
ered the forefather of the 
Arabs. According to the 
Koran, Ibrahim was about 
to sacrifice his son when a 
voice from heaven 
stopped him and allowed 
him to sacrifice a ram 
instead. The feast re¬ 
enacts Ibrahim’s 
obedience by sacrificing 
lamb. The family eats 
about a third of the meal 
and donates the rest to 
the poor. 

Habeeb Salloum is a resi¬ 
dent of Toronto and author 
of numerous cookbooks, 
including Arab Cooking on 
a Saskatchewan Home¬ 
stead: Recipes and Recol¬ 
lections (Canadian Plains 
Research Center, Universi¬ 
ty of Regina, Regina, 2005). 

The following recipe is 
supplied by Salloum. The 
main dish is a whole lamb, 
minus the head. One-third 
goes to the family who sac¬ 
rificed, bought or prepared 
the lamb and two-thirds 
goes to the poor around 
them (including neigh¬ 
bours, extended family, 
friends, etc). 

The reason why one- 
third goes to the family is 
to keep them humble and 
so that they eat from the 
same lamb that they are 
sacrificing and giving to 
the poor. Eating from the

same lamb means the poor 
don’t feel like the family 
who sacrificed it are above 
them. 

Kharouf Mahshi — Stuffed 
Lamb 

Serves 20 to 25. 


INGREDIENTS: 

• 20 to 25 pound lamb, 
thoroughly washed 
1/2 cup lemon juice 

3 tablespoons salt 

4 teaspoons pepper 

4 teaspoons allspice 
1/2 pound butter 

3 pounds beef or lamb, 
cut into very small pieces 
4 medium onions, 
chopped 

1 cup blanched almonds 
1/2 cup cashew nuts 
1/2 cup pine nuts 
1/2 cup pistachio nuts 

5 cups rice, rinsed 
1/2 cup raisins 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

1 teaspoon nutmeg 
1/4 teaspoon cayenne 

8 cardamon seeds, 
crushed 

6 cups water 

2 cups plain yogurt 

1 cup honey 

2 teaspoons powdered 
garlic 

2 teaspoons ground co¬ 
riander seeds 

1 teaspoon cumin 
1 teaspoons ginger 


METHOD: 

Thoroughly rub lamb 
both inside and out with a 
mixture of the lemon juice 
and 2 tablespoons of the 
salt. Set aside and allow 


standing for an hour. Com¬ 
bine 2 teaspoons pepper 
and 2 teaspoons allspice. 
Rub lamb inside and out 
with this mixture then set 
aside, ready for stuffing. 

Melt butter in a large pot 
then saute chopped meat 
over medium heat for 15 
minutes. Stir in onions, al¬ 
monds, cashews, pine nuts 
and pistachios. 

Saute for a further 10 
minutes or until nuts be¬ 
gin to brown. Stir in re¬ 
maining salt, pepper and 
allspice, rice, raisins, cin¬ 
namon, nutmeg, cayenne, 
cardamom and water. 
Bring to a boil and cover. 
Simmer over medium/low 
heat for 20 minutes. Stuff 
lamb with the contents of 
the pot, then sew closed 
and place in a large baking 
pan. 

Make basting by combin¬ 
ing remaining ingredients. 
Baste lamb and cover with 
aluminium foil. Bake in a 
300° F preheated oven for 
3 hours, then remove foil 
and baste. Bake covered 
for a further hour, basting 
twice. 

Turn lamb over, baste, 
re-cover with foil, then 
cook for a further 1 1/2 
hours or until the lamb 
meat is tender, basting 
every half hour. If baste 
finishes, baste with pan 
juices. 

Place lamb on a large 
platter. Remove sewing 
thread and serve piping 
hot along with salads.

have traditionally filled the 
slot is playing out like a 
cross between canceling 
the Beverly Hillbillies and 
storming the Bastille. 

“The model for network 
television is basically bro¬ 
ken,” said Rino Scanzoni, 
CIO for the media division 
of WPP, the Dublin-based 
communications firm, in a 
New York Times story. 
“They cannot continue to 
go down this path,” he 
added ominously, adding 
that the new Leno show 
could be “positive for the 
advertising community.” 

Viewers, Scanzoni told 
the Times, are spending 
more time “snacking” on 
TV programs “instead of di¬ 
gesting them week in and 
week out,” a trend his in¬ 
dustry sees reflected in the 
wild, viral popularity of 
clips from comedy and va¬ 
riety shows on YouTube 
and Hulu. 


Leno’s new show would 
be even more likely to fea¬ 
ture integrated product 
placement, and intersti¬ 
tials with local news talent 
that will make affiliates 
happy, speculated a host of 
ad and media types inter¬ 
viewed by the Times. You 
get the feeling that all this 
talk about numbers and 
integration is leaving wet 
chairs in boardrooms and 
offices from coast to coast 
and even overseas. 

It’s nice to know that 
someone’s going to have a 
merry Christmas this year. 

It’s bad news for out-of- 
work actors and film crews 
in Los Angeles and New 
York, though, according to 
the L.A. Times. “Now the 
hits don’t pay for all of the 
failures,” Laura Caraccioli- 
Davis, executive VP of 
Starcom, a Chicago ad 
agency, told the L.A. Times, 
“and the advertising com¬ 


munity won’t pay for all 
failures either.” 

“The threshold for this 
show is lower than for a 
scripted program,” said 
Marc Graboff, co-chair¬ 
man of NBC Entertain¬ 
ment. “Broadcast televi¬ 
sion can never be the way 
that it has been for the 
last 50 years because of all 
the structural changes go¬ 
ing on in our industry,” he 
added. “But we are offer¬ 
ing something to our ad¬ 
vertisers that is more in¬ 
novative.” 

It’s strange, though, that 
the innovation on which 
NBC, at least, is setting so 
much of its future looks so 
very much like something 
Steve Allen would have 
hosted almost 50 years 
ago. 

It’s too much irony, even 
for me.
